• WHY GRIT OR TORY? 

The result of the Red Deer bye-election which returned 
W. E. Payne, Conservative, over U.F.A., Liberal and Com 
munist, is regarded with varying views. It was no over¬ 
whelming victory in numbers, as the 1930 election was al¬ 
so a close affair. 

However the city papers are inclined to regard it as a 
“Severe reverse to the Brownlee government.” On- the 
surface, it would not appear to be particularly severe, and 
so long as the Opposition in the provincial government is 
split up into little groups, the party in poorer at present, 
can stand a number of similar reverses without alarm. 
Mr. Payne adds only one voice to the Conservative wing 
of the opposition. 

What part Federal policies of Conservative or Liberal, 
“have to play in the administration of the business of a 
province is difficult to see. But so long as Grits and Tor¬ 
ies cling doggedly to these appellations in the Legislature 
so long will their effectiveness as representatives be post¬ 
poned. 

The political ascendancy of the U.F.A. has given them 
a strong party standing in the house. They are devoted to 
certain policies. If the opposing members see a danger in 
these policies, why weaken their opposition by dividing 
into factions of Grit, Tory, Independent, Labor and so on. 

Surely if the Brownlee government is seriously at fault, 
there must be a common meeting point amongst the op¬ 
position, that they can unite in one body under some title 
that will jar the sensibilities of no one. Why not a “busi¬ 
ness” administration as opposed to a United Farmer ad¬ 
ministration ? Only in this way can the .opposition be 
regarded seriously, and it is a time-tried fact that a 
strong opposition creates the most efficient government. 

Evidently the urban centres are not in approval of the 
Brownlee administration. These are difficult times and 
few governments seem to be placating all elements. Un¬ 
doubtedly the cities have borne a most unfair burden in 
relief work, and neither Federal nor Provincial govern¬ 
ments have acquitted themselves creditably in this mat¬ 
ter. The program has seemed chaotic in the extreme, 
with the .cities drained white to maintain public and pri¬ 
vate charities. 

Again the fostering of co-operative enterprises has left 
the urban population uneasy. If the various co-operativeB 
were launched and maintained, entirely outside of govern¬ 
ment paternalism, they would be no more and no less 
than a rival business setting up, something to regard with 1 
philosophy. But if the co-o|,eratives should in any way 


SPIRIT THAT WINS 

In these times when the loudest wails are coining, in 
many instances, from people living in luxury, it is a won- 
| Uerful stimulant to read of Saskatchewan residents. Many 
' of these in the hard-hit areas are refusing to accept aid 
from the Dominion Treasury except as a loan. They are 
giving notes in payment for all assistance received. This 
uction, as the Calgary Herald says, argues not only a 
spirit rising triumphant abov^ temporary hardship, but 
an unshakeable faith in the goodness of their land. They 
are looking ahead to the inevitable better years. 

If any element of Canadian citizenship is deserving of 
unquestioned relief, it is these farmers of Saskatchewan, 

Iwed under three years of drought. All fhwirj-e gouree^ 
their years of effort have been put into the land. They 
are amongst the builders of Westefn citizenship. Their 
children will inherit the land after them. And yet they 
ask less than the casual transient, no feeling for 

Canada, no roots, and only a temporary citizenship. 
Doubtless they are as deserving of a straight "salary” 
from the government as many employees now drawing 
substantial monthly cheques. But they refuse, to accept 
any assistance in their extremity except as a loan, thus 
showing an indomitable spirit, at once a reproach and a 
pride to more fortunate citizens. 

The matter of relief has been so bandied about, so drap¬ 
ed in Charity with a capital C, as to cause the most de¬ 
serving to revolt against it. Much of the taxes paid for 
the maintenance of our huge governmental machinery 
could quite as reasonably be placed under the head of Re¬ 
lief. Then energy that goes into passing the buck for re¬ 
lief measures, might very well go into investigating sur¬ 
plus services in government affairs. 

In the meantime, transients who should be deported at 
the cost of the powers which imported them, are being 
fed as impartially as any Canadian/ There seems to be 
no study of the relative merits of those who are out of 
work. All are dubbed “Relief problems.” 

No wonder the pride and self-respect of Canadian citi¬ 
zens rebels. If an investigation Ivere made it would no 
doubt be found that only in the last extremity are many 
worthwhile citizens submitting to the ignominy of relief. 
They, like the people of Saskatchewan, resent the term 
and the implications. They are the people on whose met¬ 
tle and character Canada is founded, and out of respect 
to them and to our Saskatchewan neighbors the term 
“Relief” should be banned. They should be on govern¬ 
ment work quite as fittingly as many other government 
employees are on government work. 

FEEDING FOR BEEF 

There has been evident locally, considerable interest in 
the adaptability of the average farm, for the finishing of 
I cattle for market.

Delegates from 47 Branrhes Attend 
Session Fish and Game Asso. 

In convention at Calgary last Fri¬ 
day, the Provincial Fish and Game 
Association, was addressed by H. A. 
Craig, deputy Minister of Agricul¬ 
ture, who read the new Game Act, 
clause by clause. It was approved, 
after the recommendation of a few 
alterations. 

Amongst important changes, one 
is that big game hunters must wear 
white and scarlet, instead of just 
white. 

Any hunker accidentally kilting an¬ 
other, will be automatically disquali¬ 
fied from holding a game license and 
liable to heavy fine. 

Between April 5 and Sept. 1, bird 
dogs willy not be allowed to run at 
large, except when being trained ac¬ 
cording to special provisions. Dogs 
will not be allowed at large in big 
game areas at any time. 

High River representatives pre¬ 
sented a number of resolutions for 
further game protection. One reso¬ 
lution in which they were especially 
concerned was an appeal for the 
preservation of the natural beauties 
of the Kananaskis Lake district. A 
large photograph showing the scenic 
charms of the district, was exhibited, 
and there was strong and enthusias¬ 
tic support given to this resolution 
from delegates in all parts of the 
province. Sympathetic support was 
also given by several members of the 
U.F.A. executive. 

Delegates reports showed the work 
being fostered by game leagues in the 
province including the. introduction 
of pheasants; payment of prizes to re 
duce crow and magpie menace; urg¬ 
ing wild life refuges and bird sanc- 
turaries;- more stringent rules regard 
ing open seasons for certain game 
and increased penalties for infraction 
stocking of lakes and streams with 
fish; co-operation for the preserva¬ 
tion of wild life

words, there were, 1,239,888 molm 
vehicles registered #t the end of lasd 
year, or one for every eight persons 
as compared with one for every 8,2 
persons the previous year. Ontario 
led registrations with 664,669 cars, 
and also led in the per capita column 
with one for every 6.9 persons in the 
province. Ontario may have the cars 
but Saskatchewan has the roads. The 
Ottawa officials discovered that there 
were 394,372 miles of highway open 
for traffic in the Dominion, and that 
Saskatchewan led with 164,869 miles 
Alberta was next with 62.426, and On 
tario was third with 62,270 miles. It 
is thus very noticeable that the prov¬ 
ince with the greatest number of cars 
is far from having the greatest mile¬ 
age of roads on which to use them. 
Which circumstances prompted Hon. 
Leopold Macaulay, minister of high¬ 
ways for Ontario, to say in a recent 
address that the density of traffic in 
Ontario was becoming rather serious. 
He illustrated his point with the^e- 
mark that if all the motor vehicles in 
average daily use in Ontario were 
placed end to end they would stretch 
a distance of 1100 miles.

It is five years since the'Canadian 
Government selected the design, of 
Vernon March from more than a 
hundred submitted by sculptors all 
over the world. When the young 
English sculptor died last year, leav¬ 
ing bis work unfinished, his six bro¬ 
thers, all of whom had shared in cre¬ 
ating the design, carried on the work. 

1 The memorial will consist of sym¬ 
bolic figures of Peace and Victory— 
twelve feet high—gazing from a 
sixty foot triumphal arch, upon rep¬ 
resentative figures of the Canadian 
Forces on the march. Nineteen fig¬ 
ures of Soldiers, sailors, airnten and 
nurses in heroic proportions, will 
appear in this group. Seventeen of 
the number are now completed and 
the whole memorial will be ready for 
shipment to Canada in the spring. 

The completed memorial undoubt¬ 
edly will prove one of the world’s 
most imposing tributes to the fallen 
heroes of the Great War, and if, as 
anticipated, it is illuminated at night 
will present a wonderful sight. 

POTATOES TO 

SASKATCHEWAN 

Ontario Paper Discusses How to Bal¬ 
ance Supply and Demand. 

In Toronto a meeting was called to 
increase the price of Ontario potatoes 
and the public platforms and pulpits 
have been ringing with appeals to 
send supplies of food and clothing to 
our distressed fellow Canadians in 
Southern Saskatchewan. All this 
time, while potato-digging, has been 
carried on in Ontario, no action has 
been taken to send carloads of sur¬ 
plus potatoes to the needy in the fa¬ 
mine-stricken sections of the west. 
We believe there are enough surplus 
potatoes iii Bruce and Grey to supply 
the wants of those’ who are in need 
of this important element of food. 
Freight cars on the two lines of rail¬ 
way are travelling along from point 
to point almost empty, and it would 
be well-spent money for the federal 
government to pay the freight to 
Saskatchewan points and the cost of 
the potatoes as well. The potato 
crop in Bruce and Grey is abnormally 
large this year. An Elderslie farmer 
had ninety bags from three-quarters 
of an acre. The price was never low¬ 
er. The grain growers of the west 
get a bonus of five cents a bushel for 
their wheat. The farmers of Ontario 
are being hard-pressed financially. 
Why not allow them a bonus on ship¬ 
ments of potatoes to the west.—Ches 
ley Enterprise.
